[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 
HAVANA, Aug. 6.—An incident that may 
result in.international complications between 
Cuba and the United States has created con- 
siderable excitement here among the Amer- 


mounted policeman of a carriage in which 
Mrs. Squiers, the wife of the United States 
minister, was riding. 

Mrs. Squiers was on her way to make a 
formal call on the wife of the French minis- 
ter in her capacity as, wife of the dean of the 
diplomatic corps. The mounted officer 
stopped the vehicle and offered her a gross 
insult. 

Mrs. Squiers prompiiy informed her hus- 
band of the act, and the latter immediate!y 
notified the mayor. The executive of the 
capital offered an apology, but Mr. Squiers 
deemed that this was not satisfactory and 
insisted upon adequate punishment for the 
offender. 

If this is not forthcoming the American 
minister will demand from the government 
an investigation of the officer's conduct. 


Police Tell Different Story. 

The Cuban police officials give a different 
version of the incident. The municipal laws 
of Havana forbid two persons to ride upon 
| the box of a hired carriage, and carriages 
are not allowed to stand in front of the hotel 
Inglatefra.

fered with his wife’s servant should be pun- 
ished. 

Sefior Tamayo referred the matter to the 
municipal council, which passed a vote of 
confidence in the mayor of Havana and de- 
cided that he should apologize and make ex- 
planations to Mr. Squiers in the name of thé 
council. 

The policemen in question have been sus- 
pended, and they will be discharged ulti- 
mately for behaving in the way they did to 
the wife of a foreign minister. 

Proposed Loan Discussed. 

All the Cuban dailies deal with the press 
comments of the northern papers regarding 
the loan, and all contend no violation of ar- 
ticle 2 of the Platt amendment is intended 
or possible, as it is part of the Cuban con- 
stitution. 

La Lucha quotes Senator Bustamente, who 
said: It is absurd to suppose the United 
States will prevent the loan, as it might not 
have been necessary had the reciprocity 
which was so earnestly sought been granted. 
The ‘situation now is that thousands are 
without employment, and planters are una- 
ble to plant the next crop. With the $4,000, 
000 which will be loaned the planters, and not 


given them, they will be able to replant, and 


the situation may yet be saved for next 
year, when it is possible reciprocity may 
come. If the loan is not granted the condi- 
tion of the country will be pitiful.’ 

The senate today voted to give a part of 
the $4,000,000 to tobacco planters.

Part of Anti-Reciprocity Fight. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—It 
is beginning to dawn on well informed minds 
in Washington that the proposition to float 
a Cuban loan of about $40,000,000 is only part 
of the scheme which inspired the opposition 
of congress to defer enactment of the legis- 
lation needed to enable the president to ne- 
gotiate a reciprocity treaty, with that gov- 
ernment. 3 

The prediction is freely made in Washing- 
ton that if the congress of this country au- 
thortzes the loan proposed by the Cubans the 
bends will be bought by the group of foreign- 
ers in New York which caused the lawmak- 
ers at the last session to reject the presi- 
dent's recommendation. In other words, it 
is strongly suspected that the proposed loan 
is an essential part of the plan devised by 
American capitalists to get a secure and 
lasting grip on Cuba, and that but for this 
general plan reciprocity would not have been 
defeated.

„ King Edward, the queen, and other mem- 
bers of the royal family arrived from Ports- 
mouth at 6:80 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Victoria station was profusely decorated 
with flags, colored bunting, shields, and 
heraldic devices. The only foreign colors 
displayed in the whole scheme of decoration 
were three immense American flags and 
shields, one being suspended opposite the 
point at which the royal carriage stopped. 
A vast crowd of people had assembled 

along the route from the station to Buck- 
ingham palace hours before the time for 
the arrival of the train in spite of the fact 
that it was raining heavily. 


The pilot engine arrived at 5:25, and a few 
minutes later the royal train, drawn by the 
engine His Majesty and decorated with 
crowns and the royal arms, camein, Queen 
Alexandra, who was dressed in black, was 
the first to alight. She. was followed a mo- 
ment later by the king. The guards saluted. 
and the crowd cheered. The king and queen 
crossed the platform briskly, shaking hands

Story of the Robbery. « 
The details of the robbery as gleaned from

and six masked men boarded the engine. The 
engineer and fireman obeyed the orders of 
the robbers, and at once uncoupled the en- 
gine and express car from the train and ran 
them a quarter of a mile up the track. 


~ Blow Up Express Car. 
The bandits then attacked the express car. 
Messenger Byle refused to come out of the 
ear when ordered to do so and opened fire 
en the attacking party. Three charges of 
dynamite were used in forcing an entrance 
into the car and in demolishing the safe. 
It was during the scrimmage that one of the 
bandits was killed. His body was brought 
here and an inquest held today. 


How Robber Met His Death. 


According to the testimony of Engineer 
John E. Mooney the robber was not killed 
by William Byle, the express messenger but 
by the accidental discharge of a revolver in 
the hands of one of his confederates. |

HANNA TALKS OF STRIKES 


ADDRESSES -CHAUTAUQUA MEET- 
ING AT URBANA, o. 


Says Workman Can Be Trusted When 
He Pledges His Word—After Thirty 
Years of Careful Study He Finds 
Wage Earners Are Reasonable‘and 
Not Anxious for Trouble—Is Proud 
of Success Achieved by National : 
Civic Federation.

Urbana, O., Aug. 6—[Special.J—Senator 
M. A. Hanna delivered an address today be- 
fore the Urbana Chautauqua on the subject 
of labor and its relation to capital. < 
There were fully 3,000 Chautauquans in the 
audience and all appeared eager to see the 
senator and listen to his speech, 
After expressing the fear that as a result 
of his efforts today he might be asked to 
fill a pulpit in some church the senator ex- 
plained his interest in labor questions by 
saying: 
“Thirty years ago I was a witness and 
participated in one of the most serious 
strikes that ever occurred in Ohio. After it 
had been settled, after property had been 
destroyed and blood shed, there came a time 
to think it over, and I made up my mind 
that there was a better way to settle such 
disputes than that. And from ar hour 
until this it has been the thought and theme 
uppermost in my mind. | 
“And as years of experience have passed, 
and 1 have noticed and studied every fea- 
ture of the question, every trait of charac- 
ter, every question that moves men, I have 
been formed in the opinion that it pos- 
sible to settle disputes in a different way“. 


Proud of Civic Federation. | 


Telling of the work of the National Civic 
federation, Senator Hanna said: * 
In every instance but one in a ten months’ 


life we have settled every labor difficulty that 
has come to us. This one instance whére the 
organization failed was the anthracite coal 

strike. 
1 admit that the civic federation has 
failed in its efforts there. It is hard to con- 
ion when 


only one side will consider it.“ 

Senator Hanna said, in a relation be his 
own experiences with miners and their agree- 
ments, he had been met with the question: 
Why. what is your contract worth with a 
labor organization? If it don’t want to keep 
it it won t, and you cannot make it.“ 

That,“ said Senator Hanna, is true, 
but when that remark carried with it the 
insinuation that men of that class had no 
honor in carrying out a contract I want to 
say that I deny it, and now I have the

Laborer Can Be Trusted. | 
Senator Hanna then told of the miners’ con- 
vention held to discuss a general sympathetic 
strike, and how the men who had enteréd into 
a solemn compact with the employers, which 
had been in force for four years, bound only 
by their honor, defend that honor by voting 
unanimously against the strike. 

“* What there is yet to be done along the 
line of this great question,“ said the Senator, 
“depends greatly upon the support that we 
‘receive, and that it be not confined to that 
small organization of the civic federation. 

1 feel encouraged that if my mission in 
life is to dggrood in this direction in which I 
have enlisted, it gives me more hope and 
more courage to go on. The only difficulty 
is that I am afraid the republicans of Ohio 
will have to find some other fellow ‘for the 
senate, because I don't want to go back there.

NEW HAVEN CAR LINE TIED UP. 


Conductors and Motormen on a Big Sys- 
tem Strike and the Public Is 
Walking. 


New Haven, Conn., Aug. 6. — The Fair 
Haven and Westville railroad company, op- 
erating and controlling all trolley traffic, lo- 
cal and suburban, within a radius of ten 
miles of this city, found its entire system 
practically tied up this morning as a result 
of a strike of its 400 conductors and motor- 
men, and all efforts to carry passengers 
were abandoned. The men demand changes 
and reforms in.methods of administration. 
The officials of the company have thu: far 
refused to yield. The action of the strikers 
is mainly due to the refusal of the com- 
pany’s officials to reinstate twenty-seven

CAMP LOGAN’S FIRST PRISONERS 


Seven Members of Seventh Regiment 
Arrested by Provost Guard and 


Reprimanded by Colonel. 


For the first. time in its history the rifle 
range at Camp Logan last night had some’ 
prisoners. Seven members of the Second 
battalion, Seventh regiment, who had gone 
to Winthrop Harbor. missed the train, and 
tho provost guard was sent after them. The 
men were arrested and on return to camp 
Col. Moriarty reprimanded them. 

The colonel called out the battalion after 
midnight and gave the members a lecture, 
saying he would discharge them if the pranks 
which they had been playing continued.

RUIN N INE INDUSTRY 


STRIKE CAUSES PERMANENT DAM- 
AGE IN THE DISTRICT. 


Five Big Collieries Already So Badly 
Injured by Fleoding That They 
Will Be Abandoned, Throwing 2,000 
Men Out of Work—All Others Not in 
‘Shape to Resume Operations for 
Months After Trouble Ends — Long 
Period of Enforced Idleness. 


‘Shenandoah, Pa., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—A 
long period of idleness for thousands of men, 
even after the strike is ended; permanent loss 
of work for other thousands because of the 
abandonment of several collieries, and con- 
tinued scarcity of coal, coupled with high 
prices, would be the result of the great min- 
ers’ strike if it were settled tomorrow, ac- 
cording to William Stein, the mine inspector 
of this district. Every day that the strike 
continues, he declares, the prospect for fur- 
ther crippling of the industry is increased. 

Already in this district alone, he says, five 
mines have been so damaged by flooding that 

they will have to be abandoned permanently. 
They employed 2,000 men, and are valued at 
$1,500,000. Four of them belong to te Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Coal and Iron com- 
pany, and the other to the Sheafer estate of 
Pottsville. 

Mr. Stein estimates that out of the fifty- 
Six collieries in his district only fourteen are 
in a condition for immediate operation if the 
strike were ended. The others are in such a 
condition that it would require anywhere 
from one to four months to clear them of 
water and make repairs. He said the aver- 
age time would be about two months. 

In the coal fields south.of here Mr. Stein 
said the situation is about as bad. But in 
the Wyoming and Lackawanna region the 
mines are in much better condition. The 
mine rs statement created consid- 
erable interest here, as it confirmed the be- 
Hef of some of the coal company officials 
that a full resumption of coal mining will 
not take place this year. 


Foreigners Said to Be Drilling. 

In reply to a query Gen. Gobin said he had 
been advised that foreigners in this vicinity 
were being drilled, but he would not say 
whether the information he hadreceived was 
correct. He believed, however, there are 
many men among the foreigners here who 
have been officers in European armies and 
have taken refuge in this country. 


Watchman Is Beaten to Death, 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 6.— [Special. }—Dan- 
fel Sweeney, a watchman in the employ of 
the Delaware. Lackawanna and Western 
company at the Bliss colliery in Hanover 
township, was found dead in a field in Han- 
over township this morning. He quit work 
-at midnight, and was followed by a score of 
men. The men were making threats, and 
Sweeney took refuge in a saloon, and waited 
there for some time. Later he left for his 
home. This was the last seen of him alive. 
Three Lithunians have been arrested on sus- 

picion of murder.

CENSOR FOR PARK FOND 


WEST BOARD. VIRTUALLY IN 
HANDS OF A GUARDIAN. 
Corporation Counsel Walker Decides 
That Under New Laws the City 
Clerk Must Give His Permission to 
the Appropriation of Most of the 
Cash Placed at the Disposal ot the 
Commissioners—Is a Sort of a Poo 
Bah—War on Ghost Tracks. bs 


In the future the city clerk is likely to be 
‘much sought after by the west park com- 
missioners. Corporation Counsel Walker 
decided yesterday that the park board must 
look to him for the bulk of its appropria- 
tions, and it is in his discretion to decide 
largely what its tax levies efiall be. 


may levy as high as 12 mills on the dollar 
if the eity clerk consents. Without his con- 
sent, however, it cannot go higher than 3\. 
The rest the commissioners must ask the 
clerk to give them. * 

Incidentally the opinion holds that if the 
loan of $100,000 for small park purposes has 
not yet been made, the city clerk is not 
authorized to make a levy of 1 mill on west 
town property to provide for the interest 
and sinking fund. When the loan is made, 
however, it is obligatory on him to provide 
the money. | 

The opinion is based on the recent act of 
the legislature, approved by a vote of the 
people, vesting the duties formerly per- 
formed by the town officers in the city clerk 
and county treasurer. By this the city 
clerk is givem the power formerly held by 
the town clerks and assessors and the county 
treasurer that of the town collectors and 
supervisors. 

Mr. Walker finds that under the various 
statutes of the state, passed at different 
times, the west park commissioners are al- 
together authorized to levy a tax on west 
side property amounting to 12% mills, . 


One Man a Majority. ‘ 

Under the so called consolidation act, the 
city clerk is delegated to perform the duties 
of both the town assessor and clerk, and so, 
although but one individual, he forms a 
majority of the board, having a vote for 
each of his proxy offices, while the county 
treasurer only represents the supervisor.

I could tell of patients being 
neglected in different ways. I might go 
still farther in telling things that would in- 
terest the taxpayers.”’ 


REPORT ON DUNNING DEATH. 


Coroner’s Physician Thinks Insane Pa- 
tient’s Injuries Were Left Too 
Long Without Attention. 


— 


Dr. Joseph Springer, physician to the coro- 
ner, in his formal report yesterday on the 
death of Joseph Mandermach, the insane 
patient who died at Dunning on Monday, 
says he believes the man’s injuries were left 
too long without attention, and also criticises 
the new rules at that institution. The report 


says: 

L Although the man did not dle as the diree‚t 
result of the beating he is said to have 
received at the hands of other patients, I 
believe the injuries were left too long without 
attention, and suppuration set in. It ts dif- 
ficult to make an eimination of the injuries 
of violent patients, as they fight the ex- 
amining doctor, and I believe it was several 
days before this man was sent to the in 
firmary. I think the whole trouble is the 
new rule which takes the patients out of the 
hands of the superintendent and puts them in 
those of the local medical staff.“ 

The two children of Mandermach, a son 
and a daughter, called on the coroner yester- 
day and said it would not have taken much 
violence to kill their father, as he was in bad 
health when he went to the infirmary. 

The charge was made by a county official 
yesterday that it is the practice at Dunning 
to permit one insane patient to assist the 
butcher in the cutting of meat, although the 
officials no longer allow any of them to be 
intrusted with razors. 

I have often shuddered,“ said he, when 
I have thought what that man might do with 
the huge knife he uses were he suddenly to 
become violent.” 

Dr. Neely, the head physician at the in- 
firmary, said yesterday there should be room 
for at least 1,000 more patients at the insti- 
tution to prevent overcrowding. 


Ten New Cases of Typhoid. - 

Len cases of typhoid fever were recetved at the 
county hospital yesterday and five patients were 
discharged as cured of the disease. The cases 
coming yesterday raised the number in the hos 
pital to 215. The death rate thus far has been 
only 1 per cent of the number of patients treated 
at the hospital, but the internes expect to see 
the rate rise.

NO PROFIT IN EXCHANGE: 


DEPARTMENT OF BANKING SHOWS 
DISAPPOINTING RESULTS. 


New York Institutions Actively Enter 
the Chicago Field as Bidders for 
Packing and Grain Bills—Boxboard 
Company Said to Have Working’ 
Capital Without Use of Seven 
Months’ Profits—Local Sentiment on 


the Financial Market. x 


Local banks complain that the business of 
dealing in foreign exchange has with them 
become unpromtable. The showing made by 
foreign exchange departments for the first 
six months of the current year has been 80 
unsatisfactory that were it not necessary to 
have such a department as part of the busi- 
ness of a large bank, the fpreign exchange 
feature would be eliminated. Views as to 
the reason for the unprofitableness of the 
business vary. 

One bank shows that the range of 60 day 
meat and provision bilis for the first half of 
1901 was ea pound sterling. For the first 
half of 1002 the range for the same class of 
bills was approximately 14%c. In the mean- 
time tor the first half of the current year the 
dank of England's rate has remained un- 
changed at 3 per cent since Feb. 6, as against 
as high as 5 per cent in the first half of 1001. 
This has kept the retirement rate on long 
bills at 2 per ce N 

An official of one of the largest trust com- 
panies took. this view of the matter: Our 
foreign exchange department, I am frank to 
say, would not be worth maintaining if 
judged by the rate of income earned 
money used in other departments of the ban 
ment as one of the various branches of the 
banking business. Furthermore, we expect 
the inevitable to happen, in which case there 
will again be profits in dealing in foreigf 
exchange. 

„The business has been rendered unprofit- 
able by competition of two kinds. The first 
comes from New York and the second from 
local banks. New York institutions, like the 
National City, for instance, having large 
dealings in exchange, employ agents and 
agencies to bid direct for meat and provision 
bills. For reasons of their own they pur- 
chase these bills at a higher figure than Chi- 
cago institutions can afford to pay and make 
a reasonable profit. 3 

“ Again, some of the national banks have, 
I think, used their foreign exchange depart- 
ments for the purpose of attracting general 
business to the bank. The result is there is 
no money in conducting foreign exchange 
departments on the basis of income to capital 
employed.“ 

Boxboard Profits. 

Some Strawboard people figure there 
should. be little doubt about dividénds on 
Boxboard preferred this fall. The advance 
in price of $2 a ton on Strawboard producis 
has not as yet been extended to other prod- 
ucts of the new company. It is deemed 
probable a general advance will be ordered 
as one of the earliest moves of the new con- 
cern. Promoters of the Boxboard company

Dr. George Leininger and Others— 
Lake Street Elevated Company 
@uitclaims Piece of Land Ob- 

tained Years Ago as Part of Right of 
War for Northwestern Extension— 

Other Transfers of Realty. | 


A trolley line to the Fox lake region is pro- 
jected, according to papers of incorporation 
‘filed for record yesterday. The company is 
known as the Chicago, Milwaukee Avenue 
and Inland Lakes Traction company, and js 
to build a line from the intersection of the 
city limits and Milwaukee avenue, following 
the latter in a northwesterly direction. 

The members of the law firm of Walthet & 
Lanaghen figure as incorporators. The'cap- 
ital stock of the company is $50,000 in 800 
shares, of which Dr. George Leininger holds 
200 and Oscar A. Lewis, Louls Kaminsky, 
and A. J. Wittman 100 shares each. These 
four, together with Gideon F. Lanaghen, 
form the board of directors for one year. 

The line of the Consolidated Traction com- 
pany; connected with the line of the Union 
Traction company on Milwaukee avenue, 
now runs as far north as Lawrence avenue. 

Quitclaim by Lake Street “L.” 

The Lake Street Elevated railway company 
has filed a quitclaim deed aovering 481288 
feet, south front, on West Chicago avenue, 
128 feet west of Western avenue, to Georgie 
Read and others, the consideration being 
nominal. By this deed the beginning of a 
right of way obtained years ago by the 
Lake street L people for a northerly exten- 
sion to run to Logam square, reverts back to 
the original owners. The Metropolitan L 
road now covers the territory originally 
sought.

THE GREAT WESTERN. 


Reduced Rates on Packing House 
Products to Prevail on All the Chi- 
- eago-Missouri River Routes, It Hav- 
ing Been Decided That the Loss Is 
Necessary Under the Circumstances 
—Some of the Lines Object to the 
Proposition, 


All the Chicago- Missouri river lines have 
decided to meet the Great Western's reduced 
rate on packing house products and dressed 
beef from Kansas City to Chicago. 

A meeting of the executive officers and gen- 
eral traffic officials was held in Chicago yes- 
terday forénoon to decide what should be 
done in the matter. A few of the roads were 
opposed to meeting the new rates because the 
action would involve a reduction in the rate 
on live stock, and this they said would in- 
flict a serious loss of revenue upon the roads. 

In view of the fact, however, that the 
Alton announced last Monday that under 
its contract with Swift & Co. it would be 
compelled to make as low rates as were made 
by any other line, no other alternative was 
left the other roads than to meet the rates 
made by the Great Western and put them in 
effect on the same date, Aug. 8. 

These rates are 18% cents a hundred pounds 
on packing house product and dressed beef 
from the Missouri river to Chicago, when con- 
signed tg points east of Chicago, and 20 cents 
to Chicago locally. A corresponding reduc- 
tion in the rates on these articles from the 
Missouri river to the Mississippi river will 
be put in effect—namely: 13% cents. when 
consigned to points east of the Mississippi 
river and 15 cents to the Mississippi river

rates, although it is admitted that it will be 
difficult to maintain a 23% cent rate on live 
stock when the rate on packing house product 
and dressed beef is down to 18% cents. The 
interstate commerce commission has ruled 
that the rate on live stock must not be high- 
er than the rate on packing house product, 
and when the rate on the latter article was 
raised from 18% to 23% cents on July 1 last 
it was done to comply with that ruling of the 
commission, 

By reéstablishing the discrimination 
against live stock the live stock shippers, who 
have been fighting for years to bring about 
an equality of the rates, will again appeal 
to the commission to enforce its ruling. . 

Grain rates from the Missouri river to 
Chicago and St. Louis will be advanced on 
Aug. 15. The rates on wheat to this city 
will be 12 cents a hundred pounds and to 
St. Louis 7 cents. Other grains will com- 
mand a rate 1 cent lower. The 7 cent rate 
now in force was made to meet the competi- 
tion of the gulf roads. The latter have 
agreed to make a corresponding reduction 
in their rates. 

It is feared, however, that in view of the 
bitter feeling that has been caused by the 
reduction in the packing house product and 
dressed beef rate the advanced rate on grain 
be maintained for any length of time. 


As to Lumber Rates. 
The advance in lumber rates announced 
to take place on Sept. 2 will apply to Chi- 
cago and all eastern points.as well as St. 
Louis and Missouri river territory. The 
advance will be from 8 to 10 cents on all 
lumber shipments from the St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Minnesota Pransfer. The arbi- 
trary rate of the three Duluth lines is also 
advanced to the former, rate, making it 6 
cents, instead of 5 cents as at present, but 
a compromise from the old time 7 cent rate. 
Rate clerks of the various Western Freight 
association lines and of the Soo, Great North- 
ern, and Northern Pacific are now in session 
here, checking in the new rates.
